It becomes continually more necessary that the 
buildings in each street should be numbered ; the con- 
venience resulting from it would be great, and the ex- 
pense small. If one or more intelligent persons in 
each street would undertake the business, it might 
very soon be accomplished, and the public essentially 
benefited. 

The custom of calling wharves by the proprietors 
names, is productive of much inconvenience from the 
frequent changes which occur: This might be avoided 
by the adoption of specific names, as 1s the case with 
India, Union, and Battery wharves.
